ALLOWED. 


There was an unusually large crowd 


of citizens in the lobby of the Town 
Hall last evening when President Ac­ 
ton called the Board of Trustees to 
order at 8:35 o'clock. 


The roll was called and all the mem­ 
bers answered present. 


The 
minutes of the last meeting 
were read, and Trustee Whiting stated 
that the minutes were not correct in­ 
asmuch as they credited him with call­ 


ing up the liquor ordinance when it 


was 
Trustee Hadlen, also that Mr. 
Marquand had put in his bid after the 
bid of the GAZETTE had been moved 
and seconded; also that Trustee Jones 
did not move to reconsider until after 
the President had declared the vote. 


President Acton thought that Trus­ 
tee Whiting had stated the matter cor­ 
rectly. 
This brought on quite a dis­ 
cussion 
between 
Jones, Acton and 
Whiting and finally the minutes were 
approved as corrected, the correction 
being that Hadlen had called up the 
liquor ordinance instead of Whiting. 
President Acton thought that as he 
had declared the contract awarded to 
the GAZETTE, the motion for recon­ 
sideration should not appear in the 
minutes. 


Jones stated that they should and 
offered an insult to the President by 
accusing him of ruling arbitrarily; he 
afterward apologized in a half way 
manner but President Acton paid no 
attention to him. 


Jones reported in the matter of a 
sidewalk on Handy 
street, 
moving 
that the protest be Overruled. 


Whiting stated that he had visited 
the 
street 
where the sidewalk was 
asked for and as there was a good 
sidewalk on one side of the street he 
moved that the protest be sustained." 


After a good deal of wrangling it 


was finally decided to have the protes- 
tants 
appear before the Board on 
April 29th. 


The Street Committee recommended 
that Prospect street 
from Channing 


way to Dwight way be graded and 
macadamized. 


Whiting thought that it was about 
time to open Grove street in Lorin 
and that the commissioners be ap­ 
pointed. 


Jones and Stubenrauch opposed it, 
but upon it being put before the Board 
it was carried by a vote of three to 


two. 


The following commissioners were 
then put in nomination: 
H. D. Irwin, 
F. A. Wass, Richard Rice, John Curtis 
and Thos. Wilson. 


Upon a ballot being taken H. D. 
Irwin, F. A. Wass and Thomas Wil­ 
son were declared the commissioners. 


Whiting thought that as the Board 
bad ordered a sidewalk on Adeline 
street from. Fairview to Mason streets 
it should be built without further de­ 
lay. 
The proposition met with con- 


siderable opposition and upon being 
put to a vote was lost. 


E. Rankin asked permission to lay 
a sidewalk by private contract on Dal- 
ton street between Idaho and Herzog 
streets which was granted. 


It was moved and seconded that 
the work ordered on Le Roy street be 
proceeded with. 
So ordered. 


The 
Board confirmed the action of 
the marshal in building a new bridge 
on the above named street. 


The poundmaster made his report, 
which was read and referred to the Fi­ 
nance Committee. 


Otto Niehaus asked permission to 


lay a concrete sidewalk in front of his 
house on Ninth street between Delc- 
ware and Fulton, and his reqnpst was 
granted. 


A petition from the owner of prop­ 
erty in the Kerrison tract stating that 
Burnett street is not at open street 
and never can be one and he desired 
to have it abandoned. 
If the Board 
would do this he would donate a sixty 
foot street to the town so that Russell 
street can be extended and would pay 


all the costs of engineer etc. 
Re­ 
ferred to the Engineer and Attorney. 


A petition was received from prop­ 
erty owners in the vicinity ol Dwight 


way and Tenth street, complaining that 
the street was fenced in. 
The mar­ 
shal was instructed 
to rernove the 
fence. 


A petition asking that a sewer and 
sidewalk be laid on Fourth street be 
tween Channing way was granted. 


The resolution rescinding the grad­ 


ing and macadamizing 
of Shattuck 
avenue was adopted. 


A resolution of intention to grade, 
curb and macadamize Shattuck 
ave­ 
nue south of Dwight way to Ward 
street with culverts, catch basins etc. 


was rescinded. 


An ordinance was read establishing; 
the grades on Addison, Bristol and 
Ninth streets was adopted. 


The bid for grading Alcatraz avenue 


was, after a great deal of argument and 
discussion granted to W. J. Smith at 
60 cents per lineal foot. 


The Oakland Paving Company was 
awarded the bid for macadamizing for 


7 1-2 cents; gutters 9 1 2 cents; cross­ 
walks 45 cents; culverts 95 cents. 


President Acton thought that a cou­ 
ple of loads.of rock should be put at 
the crossing of the narrow guage road 
and Francisco street and the Marshal 


was instructed to attend to it. 


Jones moved a reconsideration of 
the vote adopting the new liquor or­ 
dinance and upon being put to a vote 
reconsideration was lost. 


Jones then moved a reconsideration 


of the vote by which the GAZETTE was 
awarded the contract for doing the 
town printing and upon being put to a 
vote the matter was reconsidered. He 
then moved that the 
Advocate be 
awarded the printing at the pleasure 


of the Board, which was carried. 


President Acton at once moved that 
the vote be reconsidered at the next 
meeting. 


The question then came up of pub­ 
lishing the notices that were passed 
during the meeting and the same were 
ordered published in the Advocate at 
40 cents per square, or about $100 
more than it would cost in the G A ­ 


ZETTE.

The 
Debate. 


The 
great 
intercollegiate 
debate 
between representatives of the State 
University 
and 
Stanford 
will take 
place at Metropolitan hall, San Fran­ 
cisco, next Saturday 
evening, April 
15th. 
This will be the third oratorical 
contest since Stanford was established 
and so far students of the newer Uni­ 
versity have carried off the honors. 
It 
is significant that while the Berkeley 
students have had choice of sides that 
they have each time taken the con­ 
servative as .against the popular and 
progressive side of the question. 
In 
the debate last year the stuaents of 
the State University elected to oppose 
the proposition of State ownership of 
railroads and were worsted. 
This year 
the question to be debated is the adop­ 
tion of the "Initiative and Referen­ 
dum" in vogue in Switzerland, now 
applied in modified form in some 
places in this country and for the in 
traduction of which a bill is pending 
before the Massachusetts Legislature. 
The question is stated as follows: 


Resolved, That in California any en­ 
actment not deemed urgent will be 
submitted to a vote of the people 
upon petition of 5 per cent of. the 
qualified voters, provided that such 
petition be made within sixty days; and 
furthermore, 
that any measure pro 
posed by 10 per cent of the voters 
shall be submitted to the people by the 
Legislature. 


The 
speakers for the State Univer­ 
sity will be J. W. Clarke, George F. 
McNoble and M. C. Flaherty, and 
Stanford will be represented by Ernest 
D . Magee, Benjamin F. Bledsbe [and 
Burton M. Palmer. 


The judges chosen for the coming 
contest are Judge de Haven, 
Judge 
W, W. Morrow and Warren Olney.

It was hardly thought 
when the 
heliograph was at work on Sunday last 
and cast its reflections on Grizzly Peak 
as well as Mt. Diablo in such a man­ 
ner as to cause the arrest of a young 
man who is not connected in one way 
with a quadruple 
crime, 
probably 
greater than has 
ever before 
been 
chronicled in America, 
that at the 
same time was hidden on \the dark 
side of the glass an incident which, 
although it might not have eclipsed 
the Lamont-Williams case, yet without 
it might have filled the annals of crime 
with columns in a newspaper which 
would have opened up to public view 
a chasm as black, threatening, 
dark 
and stomy as ever figured in Dante's 
Inferno. 


What might have 
happened and 
what did happen as the reader might 
well suppose are two things which dif­ 
fer in :he results. 


Without anything more preliminary 
the reporter's 
ten hours of close at 
tention to details has brought out only 
what the GAZETTK is giving in a gen­ 
eral way for this issue. 


To begin, there is quite a young 
gentleman if financial ability and an 
education above the common consti­ 
tutes a man of that class of San Fran­ 
cisco, who is not many years married, 
and at the time of that marriage, San 
Francisco's 400 fell down and made 
obeisance to the 
ceremonies which 
were performed in that sometimes im­ 
moral way ef consolidating two into 
one. 
A young gentleman who adored 
so far as is known to the outer world 
the fair young girl to whom he was 
wedded. 


Time goes on and the frivolties of a 
young married life assume the simile 
of the moth and the candle. 
The 
moth is generally of the 
feminine 
gender and the gaudy light of fashion 
soon entrances, then burns, and life is 
but the remains of a pine or oak as its 
infantile constituents may be. 


Suffice it to say that each one be­ 
gan to make the path of life a tangent 
from the straight line. 
Once started 
upon this way distance apart grows 
quick. 


In this case it appears that the hus­ 
band was the one most in love. While 
they wandered temporarily away from 
each other he was the one that oftener 
returned to the straight road and en­ 
deavored to bring his wife back to that 
straight line of duty which all true 
women follow. The easy life of the 
young wife had led her into a way 
that her mind was not strong enough 
to control and with all the subterfuges! 
which a woman is capable of she 
avoided her husband's 
remonstrances 
against the actions so conducive to the 
every day's world invictive. 


As she grew more regardless of the 
proper conduct in life he grew in the 
same degree jealous of all her actions. 
Then comes criminations and recrimi­ 
nations until there become- days of 
separation from many excuses that the 
wife would give and which he appar­ 
ently consented to, not for a moment 
believing that there, was: the slighest 
chance of his bang robbed 'Of all that 
a confiduig husband believes to be the 
most-valuable jewel

customary in giving publicity to mat" 
ters of this kind, on account of the 
heretofore considered 
high respecta­ 
bility of both parties concerned, and 
their close connection with the highly 
respectable element of not only San 
Francisco but Oakland as well. 


Now we come to the astrial move­ 
ments of the two parties, as far as 
could be traced by the GAZETTE rep­ 
resentative when all avenues of infor­ 
mation appeared to be locked against 
him. 


The disappearance of the Madame 
from San Francisco yesterday after­ 
noon was not brought to the knowl­ 
edge of the husband until about four 
o'clock in the afternoon. 
At this hour 
word was conveyed to him that his 
wife, in company with a man whose 
name was also given him, were seen 
not only on the Oakland ferry but the 
couple had taken the cars for Berke­ 
ley. 
The husband, maddened with 
such ideas as often go through a man's 
head on occasions of this kind, mana­ 
ged to catch the 5:30 boat to Oakland 
and wended his way to Berkeley and 
then to the west end of town. 
He got 
an 
idea that the wife had returned 
to the city and probably to the home 
residence. 
Back he went but at the 
home was no wife 
1 nor had she been 
there since morning. 


Some clue came to him that caused 
a return trip across the bay where he 
arrived on the one o'clock train. 


From inquries on the train and else­ 
where he arrived at the conclusion 
that his wife was somewhere in West 
Berkeley. 
He followed up the idea 
and patrolled the streets until 
four 
o'clock 
in the morning, 
when he 
thought his night's vigils had been re­ 
warded by finding the guilty pair in 
close compauy. 
With a determination 
to make an end of both of their lives 
he acted with consummate precaution. 
As he discovered the two upon the 
steps of a building, where guilty lovers 
might go to for revelry, he closed in 
upon them with shotgun in hand coldly 
calculating how he would shoot first 
one and then the other. 


Circumstances often 
prevent 
the 
committing of great crimes as well 
as they do if performing the deed. 
The man standing near the door ac- 
cidently saw this one, who was really 
the husband, approaching in a clan­ 
destine manner. 
With an idea of 
danger he called "hands up." It was 
sudden for the visitor but he obeyed. 
Explanations soon followed. The man 
and woman whom the husband sus­ 
pected to be his wife and her paramour 
proved to be different people and in 
this quick manner a murder was sud 
denly prevented. 
Imformation is at 
hand that the husband was on the 
right track of the pair and but for this 
circumstance he might have been suc­ 
cessful in accomplishing the deed he 
started out to perform. 
There is no 
doubt but sooner or later the press 
will have to chronicle a murder as the 
husband appears determined to kill 
the man who has dishonored him. 


Will Recover. 


Word was received from Woolsey's 
hotpital at noon today that the greatest 
danger in the case of J. L. Gill had 
passed and that now he is in a fair 
way of recovering, providing nothing 
occurs to set him back. 


He had so far recovered conscious­ 
ness today that he was able to recog­ 
nize friends who called to see him, but 
in no case were they allowed to con? 
verse with him owing to the fracture 
of his jaw. 
It is thought that within 
a day or two he will have so far re­ 
covered that he can give an account 
of the accident. 


In the meantime all that can be 
done by the hospital physicians and 
his "many friends is being done to 
make him comfortable and hasten his 
recovery. 


His place at San Pablo 
was to 
have been sold on Thursday next by 
the Sheriff but owing to his accident 
it is probable that the sale will be 
postponed from time to time until he 
is able to be out.

Lady Aberdeen is openly proud of hav­ 
ing had the great O'Neills, kings of an- 
oient Hibernia, for her ancestors, and, 
as every one knows, she is president of 
the Irish Industries association and has 
probably done more to popularise Irish 
work than has any other living being. 
Lord Aberdeen, too, is used to Ireland 
and the Irish people. 


In brief biography Right Hon. John 
Campbell Hamilton Gordon, 
seventh 
earl,, son of the Earl of Aberdeen, prime 
minister in 1854, was born in 1847 and 
1 
was educated at the University oollege, 
Oxford, where he graduated in 1871. 
He Bucoeeded totbe title on the death of 
his brother in 1870. He entered the 
house of lords, but in 1876 he disagreed 
with some of the principal measures of 
his party. In the debate on the Afghan 
war 
he voted against the government of 
Lord Beaconsfleld. 


In 1886, having by this time beoome 
a member of the Liberal party, he was 
appointed by Mr. Gladstone lord lieu­ 
tenant of Ireland, with the mission of 
oarrying out the home rule policy. In 
this capacity he was immensely popular 
in Ireland, and the scene in Dublin on 
bis "leave taking," after the fall of the 
Gladstone cabinet, is said to have been 
suoh as has never been witnessed since 
the days of O'Connell. Lord Aberdeen 
is a member of many Protestant "reli­ 
gious societies, at whose meetings he 
frequently presides. 


When he was viceroy of Ireland, he 
occupied Dublin castle and had all the 
state and splendor Of a court 
This 
seemed the natural atmosphere of the 
Aberdeens, a thing which chilly Canada 
never quite granted. —Chicago Post

Case of a Man the Lobes of Whose Brain 
Aoted Separately. 


In the quarterly journal of the Neu­ 
rological society, called Brain, just is­ 
sued, there is a curious and interesting 
paper by Mr. Lewis C. Bruce on a case 
he had carefully studied. The peculiar­ 
ity of the oase was this—that it appear­ 
ed to show that, while some general de­ 
terioration of the brain was going on, it 
was going on at a difforont rato in the 
two lobes of the brain; that sometimes 
the right side of the brain alone* aoted, 
in which oase the patient talked almost 
only Welsh and had hardly any interest 
in life at all, showing no sort of eager­ 
ness either for money or tobacco or any­ 
thing but his food alone, and that he 
was almost entirely left handed and 
idiotic, while when that side of the 
brain beoame inert and the other took 
its place he spoke chiefly English, was 
eager for money and tobacco, and even 
thievish in his desire to possess himself 
of these objects, and right handed in 
his physioal habits, and that for a cer­ 
tain interval between the two conditions 
he had a short period in which he min­ 
gled Welsh and English words, used 
both hands and showed an intermediate 
sort of disposition, being more alive 
than in his left handed condition, when 
he spoke Welsh almost exclusively, and, 
we imagine, less alive than in his right 
handed condition, when he spoke ohiefly 
English.—New York Post.

On April 6, 1862, William Newby, 
private in an Illinois regiment was 
killed and buried on the field of Shiloh. 
At all events, no question of the faot 
was raised for nearly 30 years. He left 
in the town of Carmi, Ilia, a widow 
and a mother. 


Nearly four years ago a man walked 
into Carmi, hatless and by no means 
well clad, and annoanoed that he was 
Newby, the lost soldier. Nobody recog­ 
nized him at first and this was not sur­ 
prising after suoh a lapse of time. But 
he talked with old residents of the plaoe 
and recalled so many ante war incidents, 
with 
reminiscences of persons and 
places, that finally they were convinced 
of his identity. 
He explained that he 
bad been shot in the bead and left on 
the battlefield. Afterward he reoovered 
consciousness and was made a prisoner, 
being taken to Libby prison. 


Being partly deprived of reason by 
his wound, he spent many years in

THE MEXICAN BOUNDARY. 


The Westward Half of the New Surrey Has 
Jnst Been Completed. 


Sinoe July, 1893, the International 
boundary commission, with a staff of 
80 engineers, soldiers and laborers, has 
beon engaged in resuryeying the bound­ 
ary line between the United 
States 
and Mexico from El Paso, Tex., to San 
Diego, CaL 
The work is practically 
finished, and a corps of draftsmen is 
now busy at the government building 
in San Diego completing the final and 
summary maps, profiles and details of 
the labors of the commisiion. The sur­ 
vey has covered more than 700 miles. 


The commission has rebuilt the 53 
early boundary monuments and set up 
296 more at an expense of about $80,- 
000. The new monuments oonsist of an 
iron shaft, bearing the letters "U. 8." 
on the north side and the word "Mexi­ 
can a" on the south side. 


A few weeks ago another commission, 
known as the international boundary 
(water) commission, started upon the 
work of resurveying the boundary line 
between Mexico and the United States 
along the Bio Grande from El Paso east 
to the gulf of Mexico. It will probably 
not finish its labors for three years. It 
will set up a chain of monuments similar 
to those erected from El Paso westward. 
—New York Sun.
